What a night and day it had been. Up until long 
after midnight, first with the bandits, then with the 
police, then the reporters and photographers, and 
then today at his office.

BRITISH HONDURAS 

Philatelic Magazine reports that 
the forecast new air post series for 
this colony has been deferred for 
some time. The reason appears to 
be that the Home Government 
rather frowns on Colonial air 
stamps, giving the reason that no 
special stamp is necessary for that 
service. The same reason has kept 
them from having a British air- 
post set. True, all too true, but 
conservatism can be carried too 
far. We still hope to see this se- 
ries. 


CHILE 

We also have a note from Phila- 
telic Magazine stating that they 
have seen the current lp, 2p and 
5p airpost stamps with the over- 
print in a new setting, letters be- 
ing wider apart, and a full stop 
after “AEREO”. 


COLOMBIAN REPUBLIC 

Mr. Daniel Jacoby has shown us 
an air cover dated Dec. 20th, 1930, 
bearing one of the new Bolivar 
Commemoratives. This is the only 
one we have seen from Colombia, 
but it is a beautiful work of art. 
t is a large transverse rectangle, 
line engraved by Waterlow & Sons 
with the border in deep blue and 
the central design in black. At 
the top are the dates 1830-1930. 
The center depicts the death of 
Simon Bolivar with a group of 
officers and attendants around 
him. At least a dozen persons are 
shown, in addition to many other 
objects, yet every last detail is 
clear as a cameo. It is a striking 
lesson in what can be done in mak- 
ing fine postage stamps. Under- 
neath the picture are the words, 
“Muerte de Bolivar—17 Diciembre 
1830”. This is a postage, not an 
air stamp.

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THE U. S. ENVELOPE SOCIETY 





On Friday evening November 
28th, 1930, there was organized in 
Boston, Mass., the “U. S. Envelope 
Society”, by an enthusiastic group 
of “envelope” and “cut Square” 
collectors working to the end that 
the U. S. Envelope stamps may be 
placed in their proper light before 
the collectors of the country and 
endeavoring to regain for them 
the popularity that their interest- 
ing features and beauty of designs, 
color and papers properly entitle 
them. 

The following declaration of 
purpose adopted by the Society at

lst—The meeting of Local Post- 
al Stationery collectors on the 2nd 
Friday of each month. 


2nd—The writing and _ publica- 
tion of informative and educational 
articles in the various Philatelic 
Magazines. 


3rd—The inviting of interested 
collectors in all part of the country 
to associate with us by correspond- 
ence. 


4th—The sending of reliable in- 
formation on all matters pertain- 
ing to this branch of Philately to 
any collector desiring aid in iden- 
tifying dies, papers, colors, etc., 
they to pay return postage only.

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MAC LAREN ENTERTAINS 
YOUNGSTOWNERS 





“Fifty Years of Stamp Collect- 
ing” was the subject of the talk 
given by W. W. MacLaren, “The 
Stamp Hunter”, of Cleveland, to 
the Mahoning Valley Stamp Club 
at a recent meeting in Youngs- 
town, Ohio. The start was made, 
that half-century ago, when he had 
a red German stamp, and his chum 
had a red Austrian stamp, and 
they both pasted them into a used 
copy-book. When, in the course 
of time, the friendship ended, and 
the collection was divided, by the 
formula of “one for you and one 
for me”, Mr. MacLaren, who had 
drawn the longer straw, took first 
the prize stamp of the collection, 
one from New Zealand, worth 
about two cents then, and worth 
today about two cents, but valued 
for its far distant source. Those 
were the days when a complete in- 
ternational album was not very 
large, and one stamp, regardless of 
condition, was pasted in each space 
with mucilage, or flour and water, 
or, if you were very particular, as 
Mr. MacLaren was, with gum 
arabic solution. I used white-of- 
egg thirty years ago.) 

He told of helping to found the 
Garfield-Perry Stamp Club of 
Cleveland forty years ago, the club 
with the second longest record of 
continued existence in the United 
States; he still belongs to it. 

Patriotic covers and old _post- 
marks were the points of interest 
in the volume of his new cover 
collection which he exhibited after 
his talk. The black flag, skull and 
cross-bones and all, horrid emblem 
of piracy, printed on one upper 
corner of an envelope that had a 
U. S. stamp in the other and had 
carried a letter through the mail, 
was a puzzler. The words, “J. D., 
His Marque”, under the skull and 
cross-bones, meant nothing to most 
of us. Mr. MacLaren explained: 
It was used in the North during 
the Civil War; “J. D., His 
Marque”, seventy years ago, inti- 
mated that President Jefferson 
Davis was no better than a buc- 
caneer. Other envelopes, printed 
in colors, showed various buxom 
Liberties upholding the star-span- 
gled banner, a flag with the Lib- 
erty cap on top of its pole, and 
even Martha Washington, resplen- 
dent in red, white, and blue. The 
2nd Regiment, New Hampshire 
Volunteers, had a border of red, 
white, and blue tablets all around 
their envelopes, bearing the names 
of the states. Abe Lincoln and his 
flatboat, with an artistic rail fence 
border, was printed in black and 
white on another, and there were 
pictures of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, and of the battle of the 
Merrimac. 


After the war, campaign en- 


velopes carried on the work of 
making the 


mail picturesque. 





Grant and Colfax appear, and | 
Messrs. Black and Russell, the | 
Prohibition candidates for presi- 
dent and vice-president in 1872. 

One of the few Quaker post- 
marks of the country was in the 
collection, an envelope from Sandy 
Springs, Md., stamped 6th month 
instead of June. A few postmarks 
showed the postmaster’s name, and 
sometimes the name of the county, 
too, as well as the town name; but 
the year wasn’t shown! Stamps 
before the Civil War were stuck 
in any corner of the envelope, or 
the middle of the top. 

Small envelopes, decorated with 
embossing, used by the ladies in 
the “fifties”, filled another volume. 
Mr. MacLaren mounts his covers 
with two gummed corners, so they 
are easily removed if there is any- 
thing of interest on the other side, 
each on a sheet of ordinary blank 
letter-paper, rather heavy but in- 
expensive, about 5%x7%_ inches, 
the sheets held in a thick loose- 
leaf binder. 

It was a great evening for the 
club; there were about thirty-five 
present. The Youngstown papers 
gave the event good publicity. 
President H. C. Buttermore has 
planned a series of interesting pro- 
grams for the bi-weekly meetings.

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AN AIR-MINDED PRESIDENT 


A new sidelight on Abraham 
Lincoln, in which he appears as 
the founder of the nation’s air 
corps, is afforded by a letter which 
he wrote to General Winfield Scott 
at the outbreak of the Civil War 
and which has recently been pre- 
sented to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution at Washington. 

It seems that one Thaddeus C. 
Lowe, an aeronaut, had decided to 
make a balloon flight across the 
Atlantic, but the beginning of the 
war changed his plans. Lowe then 
tried to persuade General Scott to 
form a balloon corps for the Union 
Army. The aged general did not 
take kindly to the idea, and Lowe 
sought Lincoln’s assistance. 

Lincoln, in a note dated July 25, 
1861, wrote: 

“Will Lieutenant-General Scott 
please see Professor Lowe once 
more about his balloon?” 

Then he took Lowe to call on the 
general, and as a result of the con- 
ference the Union balloon corps 
was organized with five balloons 
and fifty men. It caused the Con- 
federates a vast amount of trouble 
during the operations in Virginia. 

With a full-fledged war on his 
hands, Lincoln yet found time to 
interest himself personally in a 
new-fangled project of doubtful 
utility, and to see that it was given 
a trial. 

Gentlemen in Washington today 
who haggle over the appropria- 
tions for the army and navy air 
corps could draw a moral from this 
incident, if they would.

An Ad. With Linn 
Brings the Money In. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND ESSAY 


This country, which is the favo- 
rite of every collector, has pro- 
duced one or two interesting essays 

-which, as every one knows, is 
a first cousin to a postage stamp. 
Any school-boy can stick stamps on 
a page, but the step beyond that 
requires just a bit more—the in- 
telligent collector wants to show 
the thought behind the stamp itself 
and that includes essays. These 
are the finished designs produced 
by artists, usually an engraving 
company, to submit to the high 
posted office officials so that they 
may see just what the finished 
product will look like when _re- 
duced to size, perforated, and in 
right colors. A set of essays 
might well cost $100 to produce 
as lots of time and thought are re- 
quired in designing and they must 
be made by an experienced artist 
usually in water-colors or in wash 
drawing. : 

We take the following from 
Harry H. Huber’s story on the 
Newfoundland essays in Mekeel’s 
Stamp Weekly of Oct. 27. 

“For the 15¢ air mail stamp the 
design selected was a representa- 
tion of the Vicker-Vimy machine 
at Quidi Vidi, just before Capt. 
John Alcock and Lt. A. F. Brown 
took off on their successful trans- 
Atlantic flight on June 14, 1919. 

The essay for the 15¢ airmail 
stamp, submitted in December, 
1922, is in the same general type 
as the postage stamp of the 1923- 
24 pictorial series, mcasures 
2215x18mm, and is known in the 
following color combinations: 

Brown and_ blue, perforated 

14x13%% comb. 

Brown and black, ditto. 

Red brown and gray, imperfor- 

ate. 

Although the brown and blue 
combination is in much better ap- 
pearance the postage authorities 
selected brown and black as the 
colors in which the stamp should 
be printed, when ordered. 

The vignette, within a_ trans- 
verse oval shows the Vickers-Vimy 
plane, in flight, among clouds, with 
hills in the background. In two 
curved lines, below is the inscrip- 
tion in color, “Vickers-Vimy aero- 
plane at Quidi Vidi—prior to first 
direct Atlantic flight.” 

Across the top of the stamp in 
graduate colorless caps contform- 
ing to the Vignette opening is 
“Aerial Service and in the upper 
corners the denominations “15” 
colorless, on horizontally lined 
squares. At the bottom of the 
stamp, in colorless caps, is **New- 
foundland” the initial “N” and 
final “D’” being larger than the 
other letters and occuping the two 
lower corners.” 
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STAMP ROBBERY 


Linn’s Weekly has given valuable 
assistance in the past in broadcast- 
ing stamp thefts and is glad to 
print the following information re- 
garding the theft of stamps in the 
hope that some reader may help the 
owner locate the thief. 

Mr. J. J. Hoffman, of Evans City, 
Penna., reports as follows: 

“They broke into my place of 
business and did not take anything 
else, only the stamps. The albums 
that I prized the most were: 

1 Album of Bureau Print or- 
dinaries, about 900 var. and 200 
blocks. 

1 Album of Bureau Coils 330 
singles; 143 pairs; 82 gap pairs; 
84 line pairs, and 12 line-and-gap 
pairs. 

1 Album of City Type Precancel 
coils, cat. value singles $204.00; 
pairs $120.00; line pairs $25.00. 

The above three albums had a 
catalog value of about $800.00. 

1 Album of Penna. general pre- 
cancels, nearly complete in Pitts- 
burgh, also strong in Philadelphia, 
Seranton, etc.”
